Can we hold the enemy until we 


can turn our potential striking- 
power Into actual force? That's 
the crux of our problem, and It 
Isn't new. We've know all along 
that we had to tread the valley of 
dangers this summer. 


As this column remarked yes- 


terday, It strikes me that if the 
pressure on the Ruasiani becomes 


greater than they can withstand 
—and It already Is very serious— 
the Allies may be Impelled to take 
a chance and attempt Invasion of 
tho continent to establish a sec 
ond front. Hitler must be stop- 
ped. 


Pending the translation of re- 


sources Into this sort of offensive 
action, the movement of supplies 
t<- hard-pressed Russia is vital. If 
tho Heds had all tho equipment 
they need they would be wiping 
their boots on Hitler's flying coat- 
tails right now. But they haven't 
got It, and the Nazi chief is ca- 
pitalizing this weakness.

STIMSON'S ORDERS 
TO SENATOR LODGE 
ARE NON-POLITICAL 


WASHINGTON,

Secretary of War Stlmson said to- 
day his letter directing 
Senator 


Lodge' (R-Mass) to quit active ar- 
my service as a major and return 
to the senate was without political 
significance and "was not Intended 
to have" any such significance. 


"It was a simple letter to a sol- 


dier who had performed his ser- 
vice creditably and was faced with 
two opportunities for sorvlce, In 
the sonato and in the field," Stlm- 
son told his press conference, In 
response to a question. 
"I followed a general directive 


and decided that he would be more 
uceful In the senate." 


Lodge recently returned from ac- 


tive army service In Egypt and Is 
a candidate for re-nomlnatlon.

The admiral recalled in his open- 


ing remarks that President Roose- 
velt some two months ago "urged 
more expressions of patriotic sen- 
timents at community gathering 
and praiaed the success of tho

effort; he pointed out this was a 
very large nation and it was not 
easy to act with unity and ad- 
ded that because of the large dis- 
tances and great numbers com- 
munity meetings were essential. 


He continued that ho had lor 
been a student of the history of 
Texas and said no other state had 
so much romance and glamor, aud 
he could understand tho high cal- 
iber of tho bravery and courage 
of Texans and their devotion to 
the "Lone Star." He insisted peo- 
ple should not think too much of 
the past but should think clearly 
in order to act correctly. 
The admiral declared that Ami 


erica was In a war and all that 
each citizen could do was to do 
his part to win it, and all must 
obey orders. 
Ho chided critics 


who said Americans were complac- 
ent and denied such charges. He 
insisted United States citizens were 
deeply concerned over the war and 
while they could not believe it 
would be lost, they admitted that 
such a chance exists. 
Americans Misled. 


Admiral 
Foote 
declared 
that 


Americans had been taught misin- 
formation, and had been misled 
to believe they could licit any- 
thing—which they probably could, 
but not everything at one time. 
He asserted America did not win 
the war of 1812, recalling that all 
her ports were blockaded, her cap- 
ital burned and her president nar- 
rowly escaped capture. 
What is to be faced after the 


war, tho admiral asked, asserting 
it was necessary to look back and 
see where the nation had failed. 
Ho charged that the failure of the 
citizenry os a whole to take their 
proper 'part in their government 
had brought the war to their own 
doorsteps, and urged that foolish 
Ideas be abandoned- 
Events of 
the past 20 years wero termed 
the most terrific in history but 
the 
present generation between 


the ages of 20 and 30 had beau 
brought up on falsa teachings. Ho 
declared that even before the last 
wav Americans looked away from 
the European conflict until they 
were thrown Into it almost bare- 
handed because the pnople would 
not face the facts, and then after 
a victory had been won they dltf 
not know how to evaluate it. 
He declared that Americans fail- 


ed to recognize that the choice of 
war was not In their hands and 
derided the Idea of a plobeHclte 
before going to war, asserting that 
was proper If a war of aggression 
was to be attempted but this na- 
tion had never 
held any such 


plans. He said the plebescite War* 
showed ignorance of the causes 
of war, and pointed out that all 
of the United States conflicts had 
been 
defensive. 
The 
admiral 


pointed out there was a 
differ- 


ence In love of peace and pacifism, 
and that real lovers of 
peace 


would be ready to fight for last- 
ing peace. 
Disarmament Conference. 


Recalling the disarmament con- 


ference of the early 1920's, he sajd

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PLANT SPECIALISTS 
RND NO SUBSTITUTE 
FOR RUBBER SUPPLY

WASHINGTON, July 
9.—VPr— 
Alter many months of 
intense 
investigating and 
experimenting, 
agriculture department plant spec- 
ialists and engineers have about 
concluded that there Is no quick, 
easy source of natural rubber to 
replace supplies cut off by the 
war. 
Departmental studies have been 


directed at such rubber-producing 
plants as 
guayule, cryptostegla, 


Russian dandelion,, gondenrodand 
rabbit brush. 
Most promising of those, in tho 


opinion of the department's rub- 
ber specialists, is guayule, a slow- 
growing shrub native to Mexico 
and parts of Texas. 
Some prog- 


ress has been made toward com- 
mercial production of rubber from 
this plant. 
Sufficient seedlings 


are expected to be grown this 
summer to plant at least 80,000 
acres next winter. 
Louis 
G. Polhamus, rubber spec- 


ialist of the bureau of plant In- 
dustry, emphasized, however, that 
substantial yields of guayule rub- 
ber cannot be expected in the Im- 
mediate future. 
At least 600,000 


acres would be required 
to pro- 
vide a sixth of the nation's normal 
needs. 
Polhamus, 
asserting 
consider- 


able attention had been given late- 
ly to the possibilities of cryptos- 
tegia, a tropical vino of the milk- 
weed family found in Mexico and 
other 
Latin-American countries, 
said it had been claimed by those 
interested in this plant that 
It 
would produce rubber much more 
quickly than guayule. He added, 
however, that the department was 
not yet ready to recommend exter.- 
•ivc plantings of cryptostegla be- 
eause no practical metfhod of ex- 
tracting rubber from 
the plant 


had been found. 


Nevertheless ,te department 
is 
planting several lest tracts of this 
plant 
in Florida, Mexiso, Haiti 


and Cuba to ascertain production 
problems and bo prepared to In- 
augurate a commercial program 
In the event, engineers and chem- 
ists should find an 
extraction 


method. 


Polhamus said lack of an extrac- 
tion method also was holding up 
the goldenrod as a source of rub- 
ber.

THAN IN STACKS 


COLLEGE STATION, July 9.— 


- (Spl. )•—Almost any feed crop 
is 


• worth twice as much an acre when 
made into silage as it is In the born 
or «tack, according to E. R. Eu- 
daly, dairyman of the A. and M. 
College Extension Service. This Is 
especially true of corn and grain 
sorghum crops which will nqt make 
much grain. It applies equally to 
sweet sorghums, Johnson grass and 
sudan. 
If corn and grain sorghums can 
be left standing until the grain Is 
hard, they will make better silage, 
provided the majority of the leaves 


'. still are green. Nevertheless, these 
feeds should be made into silage 
even though the leaves are burned 
or dried up. 
But all vitamin A 
would be lost In the latter case. 
Vitamin A la very essential, espec- 
ially if silage is its only source, 
and tho main origin of vitmin A for 
livestock is green feed. 
It is even more necessary to have 
the sweet sorghums, such as red- 
top cane and seeded ribbon cane, 
-ripe for making silage. Immature 
sweet sorghums make sour silage.

A cotton Insect control demon- 


stration under supervision of Paul 
Gregg, assistant 
entomologist of 


the A. and M. College Extension 
Service, has been started on the 
Lewis David farm In the Plckett 
community, according to County 
Agent H. C. Robinson. 
Mr. Gregg, who has already vis- 


ited the farm and selected 
the 


demonstration plot plans to make 
regular follow up inspections ev- 
ery two weeks in order to check 
or. tho dcgi-pc of infestation and 
tho effectiveness of control meas- 
ures If their use is Justified. Hia 
next scheduled visit is set for 10 
s. m., Monday, July 13. and he 
will bo glad In discuss cotton in- 
sects with anyone who Is Interest- 
ed that will meet him there. 
County Agent Robinson reports 


that, as a general rule, cotton In- 
sects do not seem to bo causing 
extensive damage at the present 
time, but cautions that the situa- 
tion warrants close watching. This 
Is especially due to tho late crop 
this year, 'and Insects could be- 
come numerous in a very short 
time with weather conditions fav- 
orable for their development. Am 
pie dusting sulphur Is available for 
flea hopper control, and sufficient 
calcium arsenate for Judicious use 
In boll weevil control.
